During the early seventies when the fiber movement was underway, I 
studied weaving. I explored weaving by building frame looms, trying 
a backstrap loom and eventually investing in a large floor loom. 

After doing my share of flat pieces I decided that the loom was 
restrictive for me. At the same time, I tried surface design -- 
silk screen, stencil painting with dyes, basketry, felting and 
paper making. I eventually became committeed to working three 
dimensionally. 

I work in series to fully develop an idea. That idea seems never to 
be exhausted before I move on to the next series. The ideas for the 
series are sometines inspired by historical textiles. Other series

have come about as a matter of a challenge which I set for myself to 
develop new ways of using age-old techniques. However, I am never 
governed by technique, but rather after developing an idea I then 
devise a way of constructing the idea. 

The idea for any series is very personal and it is not always 
possible for me to verbalize those ideas. The Fiber Bundle Series 
was a way to achieve an order and organization from chaos. It is a 
way of taking something that is commonplace and by organinzing 
and setting it in order to elevate it in much the same way as we 
do with our spiritual lives.. The block of weathered wood 
serves to elevate and yet anchor the piece.
